At the afternoon session Johnson 
testified that Mellon sold a block 
of stock to his brokerage concern 
in December, 1933, for approximate- 
ly $355,000, a loss of $61,000, and 
that it was repurchased immediate- 
ly by Coalesced, the Mellon hold- 
ing corporation, at the time of the 
sale, Johnson said, Coalesced had a 
bank balance of about $800,000. 

Johnson outlined the transaction: 
Two members of the Mellon office, 
R. Stewart Scott and George W. 
Wyckoff, took the securities to the 
brokerage house, Moore, Leonard & 
Lynch, in Pittsburgh, after getting 
them from Mellon's personal safety 
deposit box. Scott carried the bag 
holding the securities to the broker- 
age office, delivered it and got a 
receipt. The brokerage agents 
handed the same bag back to Scott’s 
companion, Wyckoff, who carried 
the securities back to Johnson. It 
was Johnson who had given the sc- 
curities to Scott. 

Johnson explained he acted as 
eecretary for Mellon on the transac- 
tion, and, when the stocks came 
back, he was acting as treasurer of 
the Coalesced Co. in receiving them. 

Johnson testified Mellon deducted 
the loss in this deal from his 193% 
income-tax report. 

Johson explained the set up of 
the Smithfield Securities Corpora- 
tion, which deals only in bank stock.

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SENATORS REWRITE 
STATE PLANNING BILL 


Subcommittee Substitute Mea- 
sure Makes Commission 
Members Political Officials. 


“By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 27. — 


A Senate sub-committee has cut 
the heart out of Gov. Park’s Dill 
to create a State planning com- 
mission by providing, in a substi- 
tute measure which it has drafted, 
that the commission be composed 
largely of State political officials 
rather than citizen experts specifi- 
cally interested in planning, as 
get out in the original bill. 

The sub-committee will report 
some time this week to the Com- 
mittee on Railroads and Internal 
Improvements, which has had the 


bill under discussion but after 
three hearings showed marked un- 
friendliness to the bil. The sub- 
committee is composed of Presi- 
dent Pro’ Tem Donnelly, and Sen- 
ators Crouse and Kinney. 

The substitute measure provides 
that the commission be headed by 
the Governor, as chairman, and | 
have as members the Secretary oI 
State, Auditor, Attorney-General, | 
Treasurer, Fish and Game Com- | 
missioner, Superintendent of | 
Schools, State Geologist, and the | 
Dean of the College of Agriculture. 

The original bill provided that 
the last four named should be 
members of the board but also in- 
cluded 10 citizen members. The 
committee has also eliminated a 
provision in the original bill that 
all projects costing more than 
$5000 to be built in the State be 
referred to the commission for its 
advice. 

Members of the sub-committee 
felt, they said, that it was unneces- 
sary to “create another commis- | 
sion” and said they believed that | 
the board as they recommend it to | 
be, will be sufficiently able to pass | 
on any projects which might be | 
financed by PWA funds. One of "| 
the chief reasons for creating the | 
commission, as set out by its sup-* 
porters, was that it would aid in | 
the receipt of Federal funds for 
Missouri. 

The revised bill also contains a 
provision specifically eliminating 
the Highway Department from be- 
ing subject to any 
tion of the commission. tT 2 
Cutler, chief engineer of the High- 
way Department ,is a member of 
the present unofficial planning 
board and appeared before the 
committee urging passage of the 
Governor's bill.

In defiance of the widespread demand for reform 
in criminal procedure, the State Senate has voted to 
kill one of the very few reforms in this field that 
have been achieved in the last 10 years. We refer 
to its passage of the Cope-McDowell bill, restoring the 
“shotgun” motion for new trial, which was abol 
ished by a law passed in 1925. The vote was 20 to 
13. We are glad to note that four of the five Sen 
ators from St. Louis were numbered among the L3. 
Senator Brogan, the fifth member, was absent.

for demanding a new trial, couching the motion in 
vague and general terms. ‘These real reasons are 
withheld until the case goes to the Supreme Court 
on appeal.

Moral Issue of the Gold Decisions 


HE gold decisions have been described 
Tos Frank Kent as a victory but not as 

a vindication of the Government. This 
seems to me an accurate description of their 
impact upon the consciences of a large part 
of the nation. 

Even if we put to one side the passionate 
discourse of Justice McReynolds and.take 
only the views expressed by the Chief Jus 
tice, there is no escape from the conclusion 
that the whole court has held that the Unit- 
ed States has repudiated its undertaking. 
The fact that the bondholders cannot recover 
any money does not make the moral result 
any more agreeable. In fact, it makes it 
less agreeable. 

This raises a moral issue which affects the 
vital honor of the American people. It 
should not be evaded merely because for the 
time being no practical consequences flow 
from it. It cannot be evaded. For a nation 
which has upon it a stigma of this sort will 
be troubled for a long time to come. 

In examining the moral issue, we have to 
take as given and settled the premise that 
the striking down of the gold clause in Gov- 
ernment bonds was unconstitutional. There 
is no use raising the question whether a dif- 
ferent argument before the court might have 
brought a different verdict. The Constitu- 
tion is what the Supreme Court says it is, 
and the court has said that Congress has 
repudiated its bond. 

The moral question, therefore, is whether 
the repudiation of a bond is always and 
under all circumstances immoral. There are 
many persons who hold that it is. This ap- 
pears to be the view of Justice McReynolds, 
of Mr. Hoover, of Senator Glass and of a 
host of others. They take a position which 
most men, I believe, would instinctively pre- 
fer to take. It seems so simple and right. 


» * » 


Yet their position cannot be so morally 
Clear as they believe it is.. For while Mr. 
Hoover and Senator Glass have both said 
in no uncertain terms what they believe to 
be right, neither has proposed that the coun- 
try should do the right thing. For if the 
action of the Government is as immoral as 
they say, the obvious thing for them to do 
is to ask Congress to cure the situation by 
providing for the payment of the bonds in 
goid or in the gold equivalent. Until they 
do that, they are, it seems to me, accepting 
what might be called the unearned incre- 
ment of righteousness, 

I do not know what reason can be given 


for the failure to propose the obvious reme- | 


dy by those who denounced the Government. 
The Government has acknowledged error 
before and it could do so again. Quite re- 
cently, for example, it apologized to Canada 
for an illegal act arising out of the pursuit 
of a rum-runner. 

The failure to propose a remedy for the re- 
pudiation of the gold clause cannot be due, 
therefore, to the belief that the Government 
cannot repair a wrong. It must be due, I 
Suppose, to a belief that while the gold 
clause should not have been repudiated in 
1933, it would put too great a strain on the 
national credit to fulfil] it today. 

But morally this is not impressive. This 
is simply to justify the repudiation on 
grounds of practical necessity, and the judg- 
ment of the dissenters as to what is practical 
necessity today has no higher moral value 
than the judgment of Congress as to what 
was practical necessity in 1933. If the abso- 
lutists of contract do not now move to ful- 
fill the contract because of the practical dif- 


, 


ficulties, they have no very firm ground for 
denouncing the Congress which decided 
against fulfilling the contract less than two 
years ago. 

The only way to stand by the absolutism 
of contracts is to stand by them by being 
ready to carry them out, and denunciation 
without proposals for action to carry them 
out is an abandonment of the moral basis 
for the denunciation itself. 

The fundamental moral question has not 
yet been presented. It will not be presented 
until some responsible person proposes to 
execute the gold clauses. Then we shall 
face the naked issue of whether a solemn 
contract may be altered when, in the judg- 
ment of the representatives of the people, 
their welfare requires it. 

* * » 


To make this issue perfectly clear, we 
have to assume that Congress is entitled. to 
judge what promotes the welfare of the na- 
tion just as we have assumed that the Su- 
preme Court is entitled to decide what is 
constitutional. We should then be confront- 
ed with the underlying moral issue, which 
is whether a contract must prevail over the 
national welfare. 

The question has been raised again and 
again in human history—when vested rights 
have been extinguished, when nations have 
declared their independence, when a dynasty 
or a hereditary ruling class has been dis- 
placed, ancient institutions altered or abol- 
ished. On the doctrine of the absolutism of 
contracts, there is no moral defense that 
can be made for those changes. 

The gold clause, though in degree not so 
important as the rights of empires over their 
colonies, of dynasties or feudal lords or slave 
owners, seems to me in the same category. 
It established a vested interest which once 
served a useful purpose, but had. in the 
course of time, come into conflict with the 
nation’s needs. 

The gold clause was q limitation upon the 
sovereignty of Congress, inserted in bonds 
because creditors distrusted Congress. It 
arose in a period when the United States 
was a debtor nation dependent upon Euro- 
pean capital. It acknowledged this depen- 
dence by admitting that Congress could not 
be trusted. 

» 2 » 

This view is, I believe, sustained bv the 
fact there is no gold clause in the bonds of 
an old and trusted creditor nation like Great 
Britain; that, on the other hand, there was 
a gold clause in the bonds which Great 
Britain had to issue when she needed Ameri- 
can money to fight the war; and there is a 
gold clause in virtually all loans made to 
debtor nations, to backward nations and in 
the indemnities imposed upon conquered 
peoples. When a country is very weak, the 
crediters take charge of the customs house; 
when the country is presumed to be inde- 
pendent, but is not trusted, there is a gold 
clause. 

The abrogation of this clause is as moral 
or as immoral as a declaration of indepen- 
dence, the forced abdication of a dynasty or 
the abolition of slavery. It destroys a vested 
right. It repudiates a contract. It removes 
a dead hand imposed upon the present by 
the past. And unless one js prepared to 
argue that legitimate rights can never be 
extinguished, the gold clauses cannot be 
dealt with on the theory that contracts are 
absolute.

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ARCHBISHOP TALKS 
ON RECOVERY AND 
AMILY’S RitnilS 


Says Government Should 
Not Interfere With Integ- 
rity of Home or Church 
in Its Efforts. 


Government, in its efforts to pro- 
mote economic recovery, should not 
interfere with the integrity af the 
family, the home or the church, 


gaid Archbishop Glennon in  ad- 
dressing the closing session of the 
Catholic Conference on Industrial 
Problems, at Hotel Statler last 
night, 

“In all the ups and downs of the 
day and all the movements lead- 
ing to legislation and counter-legis- 
lation, there are some things we 
know must endure if our civiliza- 
tion is to endure,” he said. “For 
their continuance and integrity it 
is our duty to fight continuously 
and intelligently. These are the 
child, the family, the school and 
the church. 

“Parents have a God-given duty 
to guard their children and that ob- 
ligation is sealed with their own 
blood and in the teaching of the 
Master. If the state interferes it 
should be to sustain the rights of 
parents to guard their children and 
to aid them to educate their chil- 
dren, but both in that guardian- 
ship and education the parents 
should have that liberty that is 
their right.” 

Church’s Duty to State 

On the other hand, he went on, 
the church also has the duty of 
aiding the state in the accomplish- 
ment of its legitimate mission. It 
is the duty of the church through 
its institutions to so aid the state 


that it can with greater economy | for. 


dispense the vast funds being dis- 
tributed, he said. 

The Archbishop praised the pur- 
poses of the conference in promot- 
ing discussion of public affairs and 
recommended formation of local 
study groups as was done follow- 
ing a recent conference at Buffalo, 
Nn. YX, 

The two-day regional conference 
here, which was attended by clergy- 
men, educators, students and repre- 
sentatives of employers and em- 
ployes, closed with a banquet at- 
tended by about 450 persons. Ses- 
sions were held morning, afternoon 
and evening, with addresses and 
discussions chiefly on recovery 
measures and their effect on the 
social order. The next regional con- 
ference will be held March 25-26 at 
Cincinnati. 

Bishop Le Blond Speaks. 

Bishop C. Hubert Le Blond of St. 
Joseph, Mo., another speaker at the 
dinner, cited the effects of econom- 
ic distress in breaking up homes 
and said: “The scars will take 
many, many years to heal.” 

Otto Spaeth of Ladue Village, 
giving “A Layman’s Viewpoint on 
the Social Order,’ said that, with 
the conservatives, he would like to 
see the national budget balanced at 
the earliest moment, but that the 
question was not “Would we like 
to stop spending?” but 
stop spending?” 

“I believe we cannot,” he went 
on, “and that even though a Hoover 
were elected in 1936 he would find 
it impossible. This undoubtedly in- 
volves an increase in the tax bur- 
den, especially on the wealthier 
classes. I believe there should be 
a correlation of the whole problem 
of taxation bringing some measure 
of order into chaos of city, county, 
state and Federal levies.” 

William Fitzmaurice, president of 
the Central Trades and Labor Un- 
ion, a speaker at the afternoon ses- 
sion, said labor was entitled to 
greater representation on code au- 
thorities.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26. 


HE glory that was Henderson 
Castle, home of the late Sen- 
ator John B. Henderson from 
Missouri, and his wife, Mary Foote 
Henderson, for 50 years the undis- 
puted social dictator of Washing- 
ton, is ended. The treasures of the 
capital’s only castle have fallen in- 
to the hands of art connoisseurs 
,and second-hand dealers. The proud 
‘and lordly brownstone mansion 
with its grotesque gargoyles and 
| rolling grounds, touched now with 
|'marks of decay and neglect, es- 
/caped the auctioneer’s hammer for 
| the present while realty men at- 


to live in Washington, since both 
were interested in public affairs 
and enjoyed the gay social life of 
the capital. On what was then “the 
boundary line” of residential Wash- 
ington, on one of the highest eleva- 
tions in the city, the Hendersons 
built their imposing residence. Be- 
cause of its embattled walls, gar- 
goyles, turrets and towers, all Wash- 
ington termed it “Henderson castle.” 

Invitations to “The Castle’ were 
at once a delight and command. No 
one ever refused them. 

The Senator died in 1913 at the 
age of 86. The death of the only 
child, John B. Henderson Jr., oc- 
curred 10 years later. But Hender- 
son Castle and its mistress kept 
their places in Washington social 
life until her death four years ago.
